THEORY OF EVOLUTION 
EXPLAINED BY SCIENTIST 

F. Wenninger, C. 8. C. Gives 
Lecture in K. C. Hall

“Organie Evolution” was the sub- 
ject of an intensely interesting and in- 
structive lecture given 4 Rev. Francis 
Wenninger, C, S. C., ursday even- 
ing at the Knights of Columbus Home, 
South Bend. 

Speaking before an audience of 400: 
persons Father Wenninger gave a 
thorough explanation of the Darwin- 
ian theory and closed with an exposi- 
tion of the stand taken by the church 
on this topic. 

“The church has made no pronounce- 
ment either for or against evolution as 
a scientific theory,” said the speaker. 
“Nor does it seem likely that any such 
declaration will be issued. This is so 
because evolution as a scientific theo- 
ry has no religious aspect. So long 
as science remains within her proper 
domain, so long as she presents theo- 
ry as theory and not as fact, the! 
church can have nothing to say. The 
church does, however, express a clear 
disapproval when certain systems of 
thought present evolution as a fact. 
An evolutionary philosophy would 
never receive ecclesiastical approval 
because among its tenets is spontan- 
eous generation, that is the origin of 
living from non-living matter, and 
the derivation of man. that is the 
whole man, body ahd soul, from the 
lower animals, \ 

“That the body of man might have 

volved from a species of lower ani- 
nal, and, at a certain stage, micht 
save been endowed with an immortal 
soul, is a possible hypothesis, ‘Lhe 
church has said nothing directly 
against thut view. But it will be not- 
-d that this doctrine postulates a spe- 
¢lal creative act on the part of God 
and is, therefore. equivalent to a re- 
pudiation of the theory of the evolu- 
tion of man. 

“Tt is important,” continued Father 
Wenninger, “to bear in mind that the 
Church has no more to fear from this 
theory than from any other, for if 
evolution were absolutely and finally 
established tomorrow it would still be 
true that in the beginning God creat-
